Two years ngo a meusure devised to cur-
tail pollution of the river by mines wus in-
troduced at Harrisburg, hut eventunlly wns
shelved. The subject ought not to be evaded
in the new Assembly.

Even though the Water Durean's advo.
eacy of new sources of supply for the clty
from the Upper Delaware, the Tohickon and
Neshamdny Crecks should in the end he
adopted, the danger of filthy rivers flowing
through a huge urban district would not
thereby be averted,

The Shortage of Common Labor and the
Changing Status of the
White-Collar Man
I.\' RECENT years n great many people

hiive heen woelully eoncerned about the
welfare of the Common Man, The Common
Man, as he appeared to anzious theorists,
wan the one who, lacking special talent or
training, was compelied to do the hard and
elemental Inbor of the earth., Doubtless he
was badly used and neglected in the past
and overcrowded in bls particular field, But
times have changed, They still are changs
ing.

Nowadays, na successive reports from all
quarters Indicate, the man who can engage
withont distress or collapse In any of the
primitive and wholesome formas of physical
Inbor t« the most ardently wooed person In
the Industrinl field,

Ile ix hared to find,

Hiz wages are golng
up. He is beginning to experience the ad-
vantages that fall normally only to the
speclally gifted. And It should surprise no
ore If sowie future political campalgns swing
upnn the questlon of the changed state of the
White Collur Muan.

Onee the white eollnr was nceepted as a
sign of superiority of place and attainments,
Now It Is heginning ta be the sign of the
humble and the unwanted. Lawyers, doc-
tors, clerkn, snlermen and the minor profes-
klonals elutter the landscape and tread upon
ona another's toes, Kkilled labor and even
technleal labor are plentiful enough. Iut we
are learning that If there aren't people about
to wrench fron out of the earth and dig tun.
nels and ditches and {ift burdena and eut
through mountains, all the other works of
elrilization will be serlously Impeded,

We nre learning that there wns something
wi'dly weong about the belief, ereated in the
ton genteel days of MceKinley and Victorla,
that honest monual labor was somehow a

The processes that have forced this change
of view have little to do with the new im-
migration laws, The modern Immigrant
comes to thin country not to work, but to
get rich: to hang about the efities, to escape
from toll, The workers are disappenring
oven In Furope, Tirawn, as an abstract
idenl, hax had some apprecintion In the coi=
legen. 1t i In industry that the rugged
person able to thrive on fresh alr and exer-
clse and meat and greens and potatoes s
now egteemed almogt heyond words.

He has some of the aspects of a vanishing
type.  He hasn't had an opportunity to
culttvate the habits of life and dlet which,
as Dr. 8 F. Harrls, presldent of the
Southern Medical Associntlon, sald yestere
day, lend to “progressive physical degen-
eracy In Ameriea,”

The Common Man himself Is far from
content. Ile aches to risk his neck In pow-
erful motorears and to aequire the spiritual

and nervous prosteations that affect the
oversrich and the persistently jnzzed. He
appears seldom In the divorce courts, He

covets the white eollar of the White Collar
Man. Ile doesn't get old hefore his time In
the cnbarets, The 1. W, W, has made a
cause for him. It might he sald to be cry-
ing out in flaming worda for more jazs and
wine snuce for the proletarint, I§ wants
mare of the golf that is at best a poor sub-
stitute for plowing in a field, and more of
the saort of life that softens the muscles and
hardens the lver.

The Common Man Is moaved to novel de-
sires Ly all this. He will not be satisfied,
ginee (t Is only hy new experience that any
of us aequlre wisdom. IIe will ngitate and
foel hurt.  Meanwhile the world that has
the things he craves looks out of Pullman
windows and wistfully eavies the track-
worker his complexion, his shoulders, his
wind and bis digestion.  And, ns we said
hefare, common labor is hard to find. For 1t
ta n fart that the people of the Weatern
worlid have heon In a way to forget the
telek of working hard and constructively
with thelr hands.

ENGLAND'S BIG DAY

LGNDDN is preparing for outbursts of
political emotionalism tonight unparal-
leled since the pre-war era. Judging, how-
ever, from Indlcations both from the capital
and the country an a whole, prephe.
clen of the complezion of the exeitement are
comparatively rare,

Lloyd George han been swinging around
the cirele in his old intensively vivld ntyle,
flaying the ‘'die-bards'’ right and left with
occaslonal side thrusts at ultea-radiealism,
‘“We don't want,"" hLe cries, “'to atick In the
mud any more than we want reactlonarles,'*
Just precisely what kind of a platform this
is it would not he easy to say. The appeal
of the ex-Premier unquestionably is largely
personal,

There Is considerable exultation among the
old-line Liberals of the Asquithian persua-
#lon, while the Bonar Law Unlonist coborts
are bent on consolidating the gains of thelr
recent sudden victory. [Dartles inwardly
fearful of defeat are consoling them-
selves with the reflection that the I"arlin-
ment to be elected today is almost certain
to be a short one, with the prospects of an-
other ypheaval within a few months,

In any event, this ought to be the closed
scason for political forecasters. Denpite the
fundamental differences between the Amerl.
can and British party systems, situatlons
in the two countries are plike in the present
ahundance of unpredictable elements and in
the widcespread prevalence of opposition
rather tham constructive sentiment. At this
time the British publie, like the Amerlean,
in most of all, no matter what the cost to
logic or consistency, Interested in cbange.

CAN'T BE CITIZENS

USTICE SUTHERLAND, of the Bu-

preme Court, used the skill of a diplo-
matist in framing hin opinlon setting forth
the decision of the court that persons of
the Japanese race are not eligible to Amer-
fean citizenabip. He said that the court
bad no funection in the matter other than to
ancertnin the will of Congress and de-
clare It.

“Of course,”” he continned, ‘‘there is not
implied, elther in the legislation or In our
interpretation of it, any suggestion of indl-
vidual or racinl inferlority. These con-
siderntions are In no way involved."'

Under the law, only free white persons
and thore of African nativity or descent may
be naturalized. As A Japanese Ia neither a
free white person nor a person of African
nativity or descent he is plainly a member
of one of the excluded races. Ile may not
become a citizen unless or until the law s
changed,

80 far an appearn, the Rupreme Court has
not yet been anked to pass on the walidity
of the nct of May 10, 1018, which per-
mitted the naturalization of allens who had
rerved in the military or naval forees of the
United Btates. Judge Thompson, ritting in
the Federal Court in this ¢ity on February
24, 1910, admitted to citizensahip four Japa-
nese stewards and one Chiness steward who
had served on shipa in the navy, The law
under which he acted was Interpretad an
making an exception to the general rule ex-
clnding all but whiten and Negroes from
naturalization.

The Bupreme Court decislon, handed down
by Justice Butherland, is interpreted in
Caltfornia ns by implleation sustaining the
legislation which forbids the holding of land
in the Btate by mny one ineligible tn eftl-
unll‘llp. It was directed Olpn'ln", agalinst
the Japanese,
